REPORT OF ORPHANAGE COMMITTEE. 


The Orphanage Committee beg to make the following report: 

That the Orphanage at Thomasville is filling the mission for 
which it was intended —is becoming better equipped and better suited 
to perform its function of usefulness year by year—that its sup- 
porters have been most generous, and its accounts have practically 
been balanced; but notwithstanding this, the high cost of every- 
thing used by the institution adds to the demands. 

That the most rigid economy is being practised—the average cost 
of maintaining a child being about 35c. per day, or a total of $66,946.75 
for the year, for a little over 500 children. 

No doubt next year will show an increase in cost; therefore, we re- 
commend that methods be used to enlist more interest.
